BOARD MEETING OF THE DADE HERITAGE TRUST 


June 2, 1981 

The June meeting of the DHT Board of Trustees was held at 
Sallye Jude's home beginning at 7:30 P.M. Present were Sallye 
Jude, President, Les Beilinson, Juliane Bishop, Maureen Gilluly, 
Herb Hiller, Allan Caldwell, Rene Murai, Ma*k Buchbinder, J. 

Wayne Taylor, Gordon Pimm, Chris Galbraith, and Sharon Clark. 

The minutes of the May meeting were corrected to include 
Rene Murai as present. The minutes were accepted as corrected. 

Juliane Bishop reported that no progress had been made in 
persuading Coconut Grove Cares, Inc. to give the January 1982 
date at Dinner Key to DHT for the Antique Show. Three alternative 
sites are available on that date: Omni, Dupont Plaza, and Miami 
Springs Villas. Juliane will investigate these further. Rene 
Murai moved to authorize filing a law suite against the City of 
Miami after consultation with attorneys as to the merits of the 
case. Les Beilinson seconded the motion which was passed by 
the Board. 

Les Beilinson reported that DHT is encountering some 
difficulties in obtaining the proper materials for the Wagner 
Homestead restoration. Cypress might have to be substituted for 
southern pine if no pine can be obtained. 

Maureen Gilluly reported that a list of the library materials 
is being prepared. 

Mack Buchbinder reported that a grant meeting would be held 


June 5. 
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Rone Murai reported that the City of Miami preservation 
ordinance passed the first reading. The required second reading 

has not been scheduled. 

Sallye announced that a proposal would be made to authorize 
formation of an Executive Committee to meet in the same month as 
the General Meeting, with the full Board meeting on alternate 
months. 

Sallye also announced that, on June 26, 1981 at 8:30 A.M. 
at the Victor Hotel, the Art Deco Preservation group will hold a 
4 hour seminar, that the National Trust meeting will be held in 
New Orleans September 30 - October 4, 1981, and that the Arva 
Parks' book on Miami can be purchased at $20.00 per copy if DHT 
purchases 10 copies. Sallye requested names for the proposed 
Board of Advisors. 

The tenth anniversary of DHT will be May 31, 1982. Sallye 
stated that DHT should have 500 members by that date and 60 
corporate members. Nine membership meetings, including two 
covered dish suppers, and 3 corporate membership meetings will 
be held this year to help reach that goal. Sallye said she also 
hopes to have parking and air-conditioning at Dr. Jackson's, so 
that the facility can be used more. 

Gordon Pimm reported that the current balance is $14,464.09, 
not including approximately $2,000.00 in the Antique Show account. 
Maggie Wood will be posting figures for the statement of financial 
condition and for the income and expenditure statement. 
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Chris Galbraith reported that the television special, to 
be shown on Channel 17, would give a survey of local archi¬ 
tectural history in reverse chronological order, ending with 
the Wagner Homestead. Phyllis Shapiro is chairman of the project 
and the script is being prepared. 

Chris also stated that Deane Granoff is preparing the calendar, 
which will be illustrated by pictures of interiors of early Miami. 

Chris also said that the museum classes continue with good 
progress, that the students are preparing ideas for the Jackson 
Medical Museum and are preparing a flashy exhibit for the 
Harvest fair. 

Rene Murai moved to adjourn, Allan Caldwell seconded the 


motion, which passed.
